This  Bean  when  introduced  was  named  1,200  to  1- — but  this  does 
not  indicate  or  mean  that  all  plants  will  produce  such  large  yields, 
for  the  season,  soil,  time  of  planting,  care,  etc.,  has  everything  to  do 
with  production.
